Guggenhiems, of New York., Hore
and there n modern red brick struct-
ure is to be seen sandwiched in be-
tween the one und two story ndobe
and stone Mexican bouses, These
Mexican buoildings are ali smoothly
plastered outside and in, and painted
in various hues, all very pleasing to
the eye. The cily Is rapidly growing.
Her population is now estimated at
76,000, Miles of streets have recently
been paved with & bard red brick,
which appears o stand the heavy
traffic remarkably well. These smooth-
Iy paved streets are a joy to the hearts
of the whicelera, Monberey s up to
date with the wheel. There are
bicyeles galore here.

The ity is beautifully loeated on o
plain right at the base of a range of
high precipitous mountaing which
here form o terrace to Lthe groat table
lands that extend away to the south
and west. A marked difurence is ub-
served in the climatic conditions be-
tween here and Globe. On the Suon-
day evening fullowing my departure
from Globe Isat in the Plasn de Zur-
ngoza listening to the Military band,
under o dense groen fulinge, with hare
and there an orange tree on which
the ripening oranges conld be seen
glistening vnder the electrie lights,
the alr warm and baliny as a June
evening in the North.

The line is rigidly drawn between
the classes here. Two arphalt walks
cirele the outer cdge of the plags;
gayly dressed throngs of senoritas
purade aroond the outer walk, while
the poor, ragged peons are kept to
the iancr wallk, in a distinat clrole of
thelr own., should & peon presume to
enter tle lines of the aristoceatic eir
cle he is promptly shown his place by
a policeman or others.

Aftor a stay of a few days in Mon-
terey [ proceeded to the Fan Jose

The Sun Jose gold and copper
mines are owned by the Niclios
Ohemical company, of New York.
They control 6000 acres of mineal
land here, all hoavily wooded. Six
mivnes are at present being worked
within this area. The smelting works
are now iu suocessful operstion, yleld.
lag between one and two tons of
buliion per day, value §0 pér ton in
gold and copper. The production of
the mines is at present limited to the |
eapacily of the plant,aboat 40 tons per
day. These mives were worked by
the Spaniards in the early days of
Mexico. Numerous old siag lieaps
are seen through the valley now over
grown with trees and shruba. Re-
cently three choletons were found in
cleaning cut an old stope, no doubt
buried there by a full of ground.
Operations will be carrled on ona
much more extensive scale next year,
both in mining and smeiting, Native
labor is from 25 conts to 874 centa por
day. Coke costs B2 per ton lald
down at the smelter; freight on bullion
to New York $11 per ton shipped from
Tampico our nearest port on the Guif
of Mexico. Wood is abundant, a for-
est of oak extending in all directions.

Shrubs and creeping
vines are strongly In evidence of n
maoist climate, The temperatore rarely
rises above 00 in the shade, the daily
breeze from the” gulf couling the at
mosphere.
